From Our Own Correspondent. 

Ottawa, Nov. 3.— The announcement 
that communications are passing be- 
tween the Dominion and Imperial auth- 
orities with a view to Canada furnishing 
a second contingent lor service in South 
Africa is eagerly discussed here. Judg- 
ing from inquiries being received from 
all over (be country there are hundreds 
of men ready and willing to be enlisted 
in the service of the Empire. Up to a 
late hour to-night no reply bad ibeen re- 
ceived from the home authorities, be- 
yond the intimation that the communica- 
tion of the Canadian government had 
been referred to the officials of the war 
office. The reply is anxiously awaited, 
in the meantime letters and telegrams 
containing offers ot service are pouring 
in. Should a second contingent from 
Canada be accepted by the Imperial 
government, it is believed it will repre- 
sent different arms of the service, in- 
stead of going simply as an infantry 
I nttalion, and that the pertnajient force 
will be largely represented. 

Artillery will go as well us infantry, 
but there is some doubt whether any 
cavalry will bo taken, owing to the diffi- 
culty of transporting horses, und no 
trained horses could be secured in South 
Africa for unmounte-d cavalrymen sent 
from Canada. Some horses would he 
taken for the artillery, but they would 
not require anything like the accommo- 
dation which cavalry horses would neces- 
sitate. Officials of the militia depart- 
ment are resting to-day on their arms, 
so to speak. They are waiting word 
from the war office, and until an uifflrm- 
ative reply is received from England 
nothing can he done. The work of 
equipping tlte second contingent would 
be far easier titan the first, as the de- 
partment lias all its machinery practi- 
cally perfect and the storehouses .are 
full. Should n second contingent go, it 
is likely St. John or Halifax would be 
the port of embarkation. It in signifi- 
cant that Tarte left the council meeting 
early this morning and went to have a 
conference with his friend, Hourassn. 
ex-.M. I'. Other ministers laugh tit 
Tnrte's no precedent idea. Unquestion- 
ably the Minister of Public Works is not 
the master of the administration he was 
a few months ago.

London. .Nov. 3. — A belated despatch 
from the British camp at Ladysmith 
add little Information regarding Mon- 
day's light, except an estimate of the 
Boer losses, which are now said to be 
£)5 killed and 200 wounded, costly vic- 
tims of artillery shells, which wrought 
such great havoc thai it is said (Jen. 
Joubert, the Boer commander-in-chief, 
has written a letter to Gen, While, 
the British commander, protesting 
against the use of lyddite. According to 
all accounts the presence at Ladysmith 
of the long range naval guns and the 
splendid shooting of the bluejackets have 
materially improved the position of the 
British. 

An armistice was declared on Monday 
evening to allow the collection of dead 
and wounded. The following is the de- 
tailed revised report of the total casual- 
ties among the rank and file at Farqu- 
har's Farm: 

Artillery— Four killed, 20 wounded and 
85 missing. 

Cavalry— Two killed, wounded and 
none missing.

Forces— None killed, 7 wounded and none 
missing. 

Itevised total— Fifty-seven killed, 227 
wounded and 47.'! missing, the last nii'ii- 
i iuiied not including the Irish Fusi- 
liers.

ANTI-BRITISH COALITION. 

Fieneh Press Endeavors to Excite Con- 
tinental Europe, hut Without 
Success. 

London, Nov. ,'!.— The rumors of a 
Continental anti-British coalition con- 
tinue to occupy the French papers. Ke- 
tirring to the alleged Anglo-American 
understanding, said to bo an outcome of 
the Spanish-American war, the Figaro 
says: 

" Tile Washington cabinet is con- 
vinced that had it not ibeen for the reso- 
lute action or Great Britain the McKin- 
ley administration would have had to 
face a European coalition in Spain's be- 
half to deprive the United States of the 
fruits of victory. The English played 
so well on this string thai at the present 
moment, if Europe did not remain in a

A despatch from Colesbuxg dated No- 
vember 1 announces that six police who- 
were stationed at Coleshurg bridge were 
surrounded and captured- This in prob- 
ably tlie origin of the story that the- 
Boers had occupied Ooloslmrg. 

The Daily Mail publishes the following 
despatch from Ladysmith, dated Wed- 
nesday morning: 

" Matters to-day are quiet. The Boers 
are apparently mounting more heavy 
guns to tlie north and northeast, which 
are likely to give us trouble. A Boer 
contingent 1,500 strong and clearly vis- 
ible from the camp is streaming away to 
tlie south. The inhabitants of Lady- 
smith continue to leave the town."

The prisoner 
waived extradition, and when asked Id 
conn? over to tile Canadian side to stand 
In-, trial, did so without reluct a nee. 
Messrs. Luilgloy & Martin are acting

•mil il is expected that Sarga will lie 

sent back to Dawson by the Dominion 
government to there stand his trial. 

Briefly the prisoner's story is this: 
Last spring he was working on a lay on 
a bench claim. No. (i below discovery on 
Bonanza. After working a coupli 
months, Hallos, the murdered man, and 
Charles Leshton came along. Some sort 
of am agreement was entered into, and 
by this Hollos was In pay $100 for an in- 
terest in the lay. Sarga and Bellos 
worked together for some lime and no 
ill feeling came between the two until 
the latter was naked to fulfil his part of 
the contract. Bellos refused to pay tin 
money, on the ground that the claim was 
not. as represented lo him. He agreed 
however, to submit the matter to arbi- 
tration by the Greeks of Dawson. 
Hallos promised to attend :i meeting 
called to discuss the subject, but did not 
do so. Next morning he accused Sarga 
of talking about their business, and a 
ligltt occurred.

A scuffle ensued, with 
the result that Sarga secured the revol 
ver, and as Ballos made bin second on- 
slaught on him tired six shots, which 
■look effect. Surgn then covered the 
body with sand and made his escape 
down the Yukon on a raft. He arrived 
at Dawson next day and had intended 
making a confession to the police, but 
instead took passage on the Hideout for 
Cape Nome. Here he worked a tint 
and then made a confession to an attor- 
ney, being later sent to Seattle. On ar- 
rival down the Sound, British Vice-Con 
*ul Bernard Belly communicated with 
Superintendent Htissey, and as a result 
I he prisoner is here. 

The above is the story as Sarga puis 
it, but there is another side. The Cape 
Nome police say that it was not until 
after a great deal of trouble that Sarga 
was induced to confess. Hi; was arrest 
ed. too, they say, after instructions had 
been received from Dawson. There is 
also another slory that Ballos had be- 
tween #r>00 and $1,000 on bis person on 
or about the time be was killed.

Finance and Commerce 



New York, Nov. 3.— Briulatrcet's week- 
ly Statement of trade says: Despite some 
Turiation in the currents of trade distri 
liutiou, the aggregate movement contin- 
ues of immense volume; in fact, if the 
aggregate of bunk clearings in the eouu' 
try outside of the metropolis is a trust' 
worthy index, as it no doubt it, the 
country's trade readied its highest mark 
in the month of October. Prices cer- 
tainly show marked strength in view of 
the proportions of earlier advances, 
Cooler weather was welcomed by tlu 
retail trade of the country and some 
stimulus has already been noted, alike 
to distribution and to the confidence of 
distributors. In some lines of whole- 
sale trade, notably dry goods, there has 
been some quieting of demand, without, 
however, any perceptible effect being ex- 
ercised upon values of textiles, which 
indeed were more tirmly held than ever. 
It has been a record period in the wool 
trade, sales a: leading centres having 
exceeded all records for the week and 
the strength alike of raw and manufac- 
tured material is most marked. Cotton 
.goods are also very strong, partly on 
the extraordinary demand and partly be- 
cause of strength of raw material im- 
parted by- small receipts anil growing 
confidence in ultimate light variation in 
price, and the markets appear to have 
come to 4t standstill pending new de- 
velopments. 

In the iron and steel trade, strength 
of value is perhaps the most notable 
feature, but activity has been transfpr- 
led from the finished branch trade to the 
market for pig iron, which has been 
very active at full prices. Interest in 
the ore situation is unabated and a 
heavy advance on last season is regard- 
ed as certain. Heavy business was done 
in hardware during October, relatively 
the best reports coming from the West. 
Copper and tin were lower in the week, 
while lead was measurably firm, owing to 
the working out of conditions previously 
noted. Influenced by the activity in boot 
and shoe manufacturing and distributive 
■trade, leather is strong and tends up- 
wards, and same advances in bides arc 
also reported. 

There were 810 failures in October, in- 
volving $0,77-1,000 in liabilities, a de- 
crease of -1 per cent, in number and of 
54 per cent, in liabilities from October a 
year ago, and comparisons with early 
years are even more favorable. 

Canadian reports indicate on the whole 
no important change, though wet 
weather still restricts sales in some dis- 
tricts. St. John reports very fair busi- 
ness, with some improvements in dry 
goods and shoes; collections arc fairly 
good. At Halifax wholesale trade is 
more satisfactory, and collections on the 
whole are favorable. Trade at Quebec 
is fairly good, though mild weather cur- 
tails sales of dry goods, furs and foot- 
wear. At Montreal trade is quieter it: 
dry goods, thougn active in groceries, 
Domestic cottons and woollens have fur- 
ther advanced, and exports are some- 
what curtailed, owing to short freight 
space. Trade in hardware, metals and 
leather at Toronto is active, with fair 
demand in groceries and dry goods, and 
satisfactory payments. 

Trade at Winnipeg is steady, with col- 
lections fair. October business at Van- 
couver was ntoore the average, and re- 
tail trade improved last week, with pay- 
ments satisfactory. Business condi- 
tions at Victoria are only fair, with col- 
lections rather quiet

Australian mineral products, being found 
in each of the colonies, the richest de- 
posits being situate ill South Australia, 
New South Wales coming next, the value 
of the copper raised in ithc former colony 
up to the end of 1S97, being £21,280,.88U; 
and in the latter £4,351,343, the total 
production of the colonies, ncluding 
New Zealand, during the same period 
being £28,530,981. Copper mining ill 
New South Wales dates from between 
1844 and 1845, when gold mining 
was yet a thing of the future, but the 
progress of the industry was somewhat 
desultory until 1877, when the animal' 
exports "were valued at £127,:S!)l>. Thence- 
forth they rapidly increased until 1881,1 
when the estimated value was £-l72,!)S2. 
During the succeeding years there were 
numerous fluctuations, occasioned by the 
depressed condition of the copper market: 
generally, and in IS! 14 the figures sank! 
to £03,017; but since then there lias been 
a steady recovery, the value iii 1807 , 
being £283,174, and in 1808 £275,143. 
.Next to gold and silver, copper is at pre- 
sent the most valuable of the metallic 
minerals found in New South Wales, 
although the value of the tin raised to 
the end of IS08 is considerably greater, 
being £0,202,050, nguinst copper £4,02-1.- 
1)20. The principal copper deposits arc 
found in lite central part of the colony, 
between the Maeiiaarie, Began and 
Darling rivers.

listricts, as well as at Broken 11 
showing thai the mineral is widely dis- 
tributed throughout the colony.

THE WAR. 

Yesterday was almost barren of news 
from South Africa. Considerable un- 
easiness was felt as to the safely of 
the bridge at Colenso, and although it 
was partially dispelled by despatches re- 
ceived during the day. the Question re- 
mained open. This morning's despatches 
show that the telephone line is open 
and therefore the bridge must be 
safe. Colenso is sixteen miles from 
Ludystnith, and unless the Boers man 
age to surround that town Gen. Whit', 
ought to !be able to protect the bridge 
especially as an armored train is said to 
Ih' operating on the line between i'ieter- 
maritzburg and Colenso. 

A dispatch says that about 4,000 Boers 
have gathered at Bethulie Bridge. If 
Colonist readers will refer to the map 
that has been printed in this paper and 
look along the bottom line they will find 
Burghersdorp. From this point a railway 
lino 'will be seen extending northwest to 
Sprugfontein and midway between the 
two places the railway crosses the 
Orange river by the Bethulie bridge. 
The railway comes up from the coast at 
East London, and it has a connection 
with the line from Port Elizabeth, which 
in its turn connects with the line from 
the Cape. Tip. object of the massing of 
a Boer force here is to prevent the entry! 
of Britisii troops into the Orange Fr 
State from the south. 
' <S«n. Joubert is said to have protested 
■against the use of lyddite shells. A 
lyddite shell is a terrible projectile. A 
writer in one of the United States papers 
•described it as something that could de- 
molish a whole township. Tin' use of 
shells of great explosive power is allow- 
able by tin' rules of warfare, and it 
would be absurd to expect an army to 
cive uii the us.' of a projectile because 
its adversary had nothing ns effective. 
Probably (Jen. .loaborl finds it ditlleull 
to gol his men to run the risk of being 
demolished in companies by the British 
shells. lie did not hesitate to compel 
the Britisii force to surrender the other 
day when they had no ammunition left, 
lie did not te|| them tn send lor- more 
cartridges. 

I'll to last evening no Word had been 
received of the arrival of re in to icemen ts 
at the Cape. This is not surprising, be- 
cause Gen. Bailor was sent south with 
all possible speed, and the transports 
would necessarily take longer than the 
mail steamer under any circumstances- 
The statement is made that a relieving 
column is being assembled at De Aar 
Junction to lie sent to Kiimberley. This 
may indicate tibat some of the troopships 
have already reached their destination, 
or it may only be that the troops already 
in Capo .Colony are being got in readi- 
ness to be sent to the front us soon as 
I be ot hers arrive.

The effect of ilemagogulsin 
among the workingnien In the United 
States was to produce such a condition 
of things that the dregs of Europe were 
brought in to labor in many of the mines 
and in other industries, and we are not 
surprised that similar causes are likely 
to produce similar results in British Co- 
lumbia. An attempt has been made to 
arouse sympathy for the miners by rep- 
resenting that the trouble which bus 
arisen and the ill-feeling thai is kept 
alive is due to the natural protest of a 
British people against oppression; but if 
the Spokesman-Review is rightly inform- 
ed the greater part of the trouble, if not 
all of It, is due to agitators from the 
Coetir d 1 Alene, who found their own 
country too liol Cor them because of 
their wanton violation of law.

THE ALASKAN GIVE-AWAY. 

F rom the Ottawa Journal. 

As ivhs lil ir .ly, the agreement by Canada 
Jnst minie by sir Louis Duvles to a tem- 
porary houmlnry lino between the Yukon 
territory nud Alaska is being Interpreted In 
meny quarters in the United States as prac- 
tically ,i permanent settlement. This iu- 
terprotatlou, uccouipunled by the reflection 
(which Ih accurate enough) that the United 
States gets all It wants, gives consider- 
able satisfaction across the Hue. The- staid 
and reputable New York Journal of Com- 
merce says. 

"Tbo text of the 'modus vlvendl' 
strengthens the impression given by the 
original announcement of Its terms, Unit it 
Is designed to be permanent, that it con- 
cedes substantially the whole of the United 
States' claim, and ttiut the form in which 
the agreement between the United States 
and Great Britain Is expressed Is simply 
designed to 'save the face' of Canada, to 
use a Chinese phrase." 

After describing the nature of the ar- 
rangement, by which Canada agrees to ll 
temporary boundary twenty-two miles In- 
Innd from the head of navigation on Lynn 
canal, the Journal of Commerce adds: 
"The agreement Is temporary; it is 
•without prejudice to the claims ot 
either party In the permanent adjust- 
ment of tlio international boundary;' 
but the line Is to be marked with 
posts, stakes, or other indications, and 
we do not see how the temporary 
agreement can be disturbed until both 
parties can ugi on some plan for de- 
termining a permanent boundary. It will 
be a long time before the United States 
will assent to the re-openlug of the mut- 
ter, and wo do not believe that the 
I.aurler government has any idea that it 
is ever to be re-opened." 
Similar Ideas arc uttered by many Ameri- 
can papers. The words of the Journal of 
Commerce are selected because of that pa- 
per being < if high standing, supposed lo 

be representative "f the ideas of the Intel- 
llgeul ami responsible American business 
community. Washington despatches in gen- 
eral take much i lie game view. 

Can it be considered creditable to the 
Lilted States or tn American boner thai 
such should seem lo lie the general view'.' 
Declining to arbitrate on usual Internation- 
al terms, the United States holds mil 
against settlement of the boundary trouble 
until the Inconveniences multiply and dan- 
gers threaten from friction In the debatable 
territory. When Canada, to ease the strain, 
agrees to a temporary nrrnngenienl to her 
own disadvantage, with the stipulation 
that It Is only pending a negotiation for u 
jist. permanent settlement, the cry is tri- 
umphantly raised in the States that now 
they have got Canada wtiere they want her 
nnd will let her si/.zle.

Tile issue of inscribed 
stock, too, was not well received by the 
public, which also injuriously affected 
everything relating to the province. 

In Loudon the excitement over the war 
was at fever heat. The feeling during 
the negotiations was that everything 
possible should be done to preserve 
peace, and it was this that prevented the 
government from sending troops earlier. 
As soon as Krugcr broke off the negotia- 
tions, however, with his ultimatum, the 
people were for war, and are now mlmost 
unanimously in favor of carrying it out 
to tiie utmost.

SCOTSMEN IN RHODESIA, 

Borderers Send a Vigorous Reply lo 
Little Knghinder Who Speaks 
For Kruger. 

The president of the St. Andrew's & 
Caledonian Society of this city has 
handed the Colonist the following letter 
indicative of the true Border spirit, a 
protest addressed to Mr. Thomas Shaw, 
M. P., by Scottish Borderers now resi- 
dent in Buluwayo, Rhodesia, and printed 
in the Edinburgh Scotsman:

Below wo publish t ne resolutions passed 
by the Silverton Miners' Union, held en 
June to, «nd while we Have no desire to an- 
tagonize Ue members of the miners' unions, 

It would swai tlnit at least son f the 

statements made are not necessarily culled 
for, and we do not believe that the miners 
as a whole iu the Slocau personally endorse 
all that la put In these- resolutions. We 
sympathize with the miners heartily, as 
also with the mine owners, in the affliction 
thnt the legislature has placed upon them 
In passing u law that takes from both the 
right of arranging the horns of labor. Un- 
der the old system everything worked har- 
moniously, but now thai the government 
has interfered It remains for capital and 
labor to adjust matters, and It would cer- 
tainly be buter fur both sides to Settle 
their differences In the same amicable and 
businesslike manner as they have hereto- 
fore. 

We agree with the statement made to us 
by rresldent Stockholm, of the Sandon 
miners' Union, that he thought It good 
Judgment for organized bodies to keep their 
movements and resolutions to themselves, 
hk it caused ugltatlon which In no way helps 
the cause. 
The resolutions passe' 1 are as follows: 
Whereas, the wonderful advance of In- 
vention hiLs Increased and Is Increasing the 
productivity of labor to that point where 
laborers are being rapidly displaced by 
machinery aud larger numbers are thus 
yearly forced to Idleness and competition 
for places to work, thereby bringing about' 
a condition that tends to the reduction of 
wages; 

And, Whereas. If the wage system and 
the system of private ownership shall con- 
tinue along with the advance of Invention, 
It Is plain to be seen that the condition 
of wage workers must grow rapidly worse, 
unless arbitrarily altered. 

Therefore, we favor such political action 
as shall so soon ns possible abolish said 
systems and substitute therefor a system 
based on the rights and duties of men. 

Ucsolved, That while struggling for the 
co-opiratlTe commonwealth and the estab- 
lishment of justice and equality among 
men, we fuvor, for temporary relief, the 
reduction of the hours of labor as our best 
defensive weapon. 

And, Whereas, the British Columbia par- 
liament at Its last session enacted a law- 
creating nu elgt't"hour working day for un- 
derground miners, w lileh law, It is as- 
serted by the Silver-Lead Mine Owners' 
Association of Hrltlsh Columbia, and oth- 
ers, was unsought and undeslred by us: 

Therefore, I!e It resolved by the Stlverton 
Miners' Union No. 71, W. V. M., that the 
contrary Is true; that we favor the law anil 
Its enforcement, and that we shall seek 
such further reduction of hours as shall 
make u demand for tin' daily labor of ev- 
ery man willing to work, and as shall, by 
creating such Increased demand for labor, 
bnve a tendency to Increase wages. 

And, Cesolvcd. that we will support with 
our votes the government enacting and en- 
forcing this law and such other laws as 
tend to restore to labor Its Just reward. 

Hesolved, That it is an improvement of 
conditions that We are seeking; that we 
do not feel called upon to maintain that as 
much work can be done In a few as In 
y.many hours, or that 11 Is right for us to 
continue doing as much work as heret >- 
fere In order that we may Justly demand 
the same pay. We assert that we have 
done too much work for the money; that we 
were not getting ten hours' pay for ten 
hours' worlt: and We deny thnt we are ask- 
ing "ten hours' pay for eight hours' work." 

And, Whereas. It Is Wise for us to vigor- 
ously use every resource at our command 
In order to speedily effect the ends we arc 
Seeking, 

Resolved, That those who oppose us ore 
our enemies; thnt we will not "turn the 
other cheek; - ' that we believe that retalia- 
tion Is rlgliL 

And, Therefore, he It resolved that we 
dinounce as unworthy of our patronage 
such papers as the Spokesman-Review of 
Srokane; the Miner, of Nelson; the Record, 
of Vancouver, and all others thnt, like 
them, delight In special sophistical and par- 
asitical pleading for those who despoil us 
and support them from a small portion of 
the spoils. 

Awl, to tho business man, the merchants 
and hotel men; to the professional men: 
the lawyers, doctors and preachers, all of 
whom, at periods of Inteuser struggles be- 
tween employer and employee, usually af- 
filiate with the former and deplore the agi- 
tation that discourages Investment— to you 
we have this to say; 

We know that the rich would be come 
richer If we would consent to give them a 
larger rake-off. Hut not only Is a juster 
and wider distribution of wealth In our in- 
terest. It Is In the Interest of the state 
or country; and we are, therefore, your 
best cltl/.ens. Wo seek to encourage men 
to hope for the lnrgest possible share of 
what they produce, and are entitled to. 
You ask ns to "encourage" capital to come 
In by promtslm; to give It rich rewards. 
You ask us to "encourage" men with a 
hundred thousand dollars to see that they 
can here Increase It to a million. Hut we 
deny thnt It Is desirable to have any -nan 
In possession of u million, and maintain 
thnt we rightfully refuse to aid you In en- 
couraging capitalists to come here with 
such greedy hopes. The higher wages and 
fewer hours that we favor would till this 
country with the most Intelligent, effective 
nnd huprleflt workmen of the world, a citi- 
zenship to be proud of- The dollar-a-dny la- 
borers that would encouruge tho capitalist 
would drive every self-respecting citizen 
out of the country, and leave only cabins 
here for houses, while palaces would be 
built In Hpoka«e, Iiutte, Salt Hake and 
ffOndon. And wo Ha.V to you huslne.'.s and 
professional men that we propose to "en- 
courage" business mid professional men 
Who do not fiH'e aid and comfort to our 
enemies. 

Resolved, That w o do not consider our- 
selves any bettor thau the miners of the 



Coeur d'Aleues. Outrageous and arrogant 
wr< tigs have ever provoked and should pro- 
voke violence. The history of no country 
needs to bo closely searched to And records 
of violent resistance to tyrants. Good citi- 
zens of America disguised as Indians threw 
overboard the sacred property of the capi- 
talist on the occasion of tho Boston Tea 
Party.

THE QUEEN'S MOUSTACHES. 

Her Claim to tho Hair on the tipper 
Lips of Her Soldiers— Germau 
Emperor Follows Suit. 

The outbreak of the war with the Boers 
is likely to prove Ear more effective thun 
the recent circular of Lord Wolsclcy, 
the British commander-in-chief, in put- 
ting mi end to that practice of shaving 
the face clean, which has for some time 
past been fashionable, not only in Brit- 
ish society, but also in the British army. 
For during the campaign neither oflicers 
nor men vyill have much opportunity of 
indulging in .such luxuries as ji looking 
lass, a razor, 11 shaving brush and sbuv- 
'fa' soap, these being, I am informed, 
the impedimenta which the sterner sex 
land in need of in order to shave their 
physiognomies. The military authorities 
jtrongly objected to clean-shaven faces 
is Urtsoldier-like, and the recent general 
iruer exacts that no ofllcer or private 
should presume any. longer to shave the 
UPPor lip, the hair on which belongs, in 
olheial parlance, to the Queen. This rule 
was fi rS t established about forty years 
ago, shortly niter the Crimean war, and 
several officers who declined to obey the 
regulation, on the ground that their 
Wives would not permit Ihcm to wear a 
moustache, were given the alternative 
of letting it grow or leaving the army. 

In the navy a different rule prevails. 
There an officer is not permitted to wear 
a moustache, save in conjunction with a 
bearded chin. Ullloss a full beard close- 
ly cropped, however, is worn, moustaches 
arc n,, bidden, aud mere side- whiskers 
or n clean shaven face are do rigueur. 
I believe lhai the same rule prevails 
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the past few months our citi- 
been wrestling with the prob- 
to how to secure bettor transpor- 
tation facilities. Now it will perhaps be 
conceded that Mr. Shaughnessy knows n 
little about transportation matters. There 
is indeed no man on the Continent who 
is in a position to speak with greater 
knowledge than that gentleman. Vet the 
hoard of trade lei slip the opportunity of 
gelling Mr. Shniighnessy's views. In 
Winnipeg, Nelson, Itossland, Vancouver 
and New Westminster Mr. Shaughnessy 
was officially consulted in regard to mat- 
ters affecting those points and the C. P. 
I!. But Mr. Shaughnessy comes to 
Victoria and hardly more than 11 dozen 
citizens consider it worth while to call 
on him. 

Referring to Victoria's position and the 
n markahle growth of business with the 
New North, Mr. Shaughnessy expressed 
the opinion to a gentleman who convers- 
ed with him that the enrly extension of 
the E. it N. railway lo the north end of 
this Island was an imperative necessity. 
He spoke also of the possibilities of the 
development of the Island; and his ideas 
on these points, coming from one occupy- 
ing his position, were of the most valu- 
able character. Had they been delivered 
before ti meeting of the board of trade 
they would have engendered great inter- 
est nnd proved valuable hints to those 
who must act if Victoria is to "keep up 
with tho procession." Hut our local 
board of trade hadn't time to get Mr. 
Shaiighnessy's ideas. One almost des- 
pairs of the future of a city where monu- 
mental apathy is the chief characteristic 
of the inhabitants. 

The truth of the matter is that there 
is altogether too much false dignity 
about Victoria. If we were content to 
expect nothing from railways and other 
great business concerns, our top-loftiness 
would be excusable. But we meet in 
the board of trade and elsewhere and 
puss resolutions by the yard, declaring 
this, that and the oilier thing about 
what ought lo bo done for us. which are 
ti legraphed here, there and everywhere, 
and then We go to our various clubs or 
our offices and wait for the lightning to 
si like There is a place called Vineyard 
Haven or Martha's Vineyard, an island 
off the coast of Massachusetts. It is a 
very old town, and the inhabitants an; 
said 10 give thanks at least once a week 
that the trumpery things, which distract 
1 he people of such places as .New York 
,':nd Boston, do not disturb their rest. 
There is no one on this earth* ljuite as 
proud as a native of Martha's Vineyard, 
except it In? a native of Provincetown, 
away out on Cape Old, where a bellman 
still cries the news in the streets, 11s lie 
did before the battle of Bunker Hill. 
These are of course extreme cases, but 
they illustrate the truth thai isolation 
from the great moving current of human- 
ity begets a self-importance that leuds 
to retrogression. There is just enough 
of this reeling in this city to prevent us 
from taking' advantage of opportunities 
which lie right at our bands,

English government is pot the 
only one that attaches importance to this 
question of beards nnd moustaches. It 
was but the other day that Emperor 
William, finding that a number of naval 
olllcers were aping him by way of wear- 
ing nothing but moustaches, fiercely 
twisted upward, cavalry fashion, issued ii 
circular forbidding moustaches to lie 
worn in the navy, except iu conduction 
with a beard, nnd expressing a prefer- 
ence r, )r mere side whiskers or clean- 
shaven faces, pointing out that cavalry 
moustaches were unsuitable and out of 
place in the case of seamen. 

It may not be generally known that 
beards are likewise forbidden to the 
secular clergy of the Roman Catholic 
church, an exception being, however, 
made in favor of those who are engaged 
in missionary labors in countries such eis 
China, India, Africa, etc. The only 
cardinal whom I can remember as 
bearded was Mgr. Luvigcrie, Archbishop 
aud Metropolitan of Northern Africa, 
while the laic Cardinal Mertel wore side- 
whiskers. He was, however, not a 
priest, but merely u temporal member of 
tiie Sacred College, to which he bad 
boon promoted by reason of his services 
to the papacy as a lawyer. Bishops or 
prelates of European sees who wish to 
wear a beard are obliged to obtain per- 
mission to do so from the Vatican. — Mar- 
quise He Fontcnoy iu St. Louis Globe- 
Denjocrnt.

There are but three appeals to come 
before tb e November sitting of the Full 
court, v.-hich opens on Monday, and all 
of then in cases that have been before 
the courts so long and In so many differ- 
ent ways that it is beyond :i layman to 
explain just how they stand. 

The lirst on the list is the long-pending 
•case of the Centre Star vs. Iron Mask, 
un action to settle the question of the 
right or a mine-owner to follow a lead 
from his claim Into tlie claim of another. 
The case bus been before the courts in 
numerous ways. The present appeal is 
from a decision of Mr. Justice Walkout. 
Mr. A- 0. Cult is counsel for the plain- 
tiffs and A. II. Mac-Neil! for the defend- 
ants. 

The E. Ai X. Railway Co. vs. the New 
Vancouver Coal Co. is another old ac- 
tion, lu-oiight to prevent the defendants 
front mining under Nnnnimo harbor in 
front of the plaintiffs' property. The 
present is un appeal by the defendants 
from 11 decision of Mr. Justice Martin. 
Hon. C. B. Pooley, Q. C-, for plaintiffs 
(respondents), and II. B. XV. Aikmnn for 
defendants (appellants), 

Next comes the Seattle Mining Co. vs. 
McCalluni, an appeal of the company 
against a decision of Mr. Justice Martin. 
Mr. I j. 1'. Dull" appears for the plaintiff 
(appellant I, and Mr. A. C. Sutton for the 
defendant (respondent). 

There are also throe motions to come 
before the Full court, viz: He O. K. 
Mining Go., re Lacoste, and in Pender 
vs. War Eagle. 

The Lacoste case is fresh in the minds 
of Victorians, the woman of that name 
having been sentenced by Police Magis- 
trate Hall to six months imprisonment 
for keeping a bawdy house. When the 
ease was being argued the magistrate 
refused to state a ease on 11 question of j 
law for the opinion of the Full court. 
Mr. I", lliggins, counsel for the defend- 
ant, applied to tlie Attorney-General, 
and permission to appeal was granted. 
The same points as brought. up in the 
police court will lie argued. 

The motion in Pender vs. the War 
Eagle is in connection with the action 
brought by Mr. C. F. Jones for payment 
for services as stenographer, the former 
Attorney-General refusing to pay him 
the regular amount.
